Soon those on the Sal­ 
vor could easily see the Valencia, 
it 
was a bleak scene. 
Amid the surf

furiously against the 
rocks could be seen the dim outline of 
the ship. 
Owing to t.»e cloudiness of 
the sky and the blinding wind and 
rain it was impossible to make much 
out, even with a powerful glass.

“Occasionally when the white waves 
made a suitable background w hat was 
above the w ater could he made out 
with 
comparative 
dearness. 
Two 
masts were plainly outlined and the 
funnel was still intact.

portion of tin* bow. 
As far as could 
be seen there was nobody on the decks 
or in the rigging. 
Everything seemed 
perfectly bare. The Valencia was lying 
stern toward toward the beach, with 
the seas dashing over the boat's side.

“The Czar got much closer than the 
Salvor, and returning reported to Cap­ 
tain Troup, of the latter vessel: 
‘Did 
you notice any one clinging to the 
rigging?’ shouted the captain.

“ ‘But there is something flying from 
the masts. I can’t just make out w hat 
it is.’ 
After slight hesitation Captain 
Troup asked w hether it cauld possibly 
be one of the passengers, who as a 
last resort might be clinging desper­ 
ately to the mast iii the hope of being 
picked up.

B u t No C hance to Save Them —Names 
of'T hose Saved. 
The steam er Queen, which has just 
arrided here, reports that when she 
left the scene of the wreck there were 
some twenty or thirty people clinging 
to the rigging. The Valencia is almost 
totally submerged, only the after part 
of the hurricane deck being above 
water. There was slight hope of res­ 
cue on account of the heavy sea. So 
the latest news from the wreck is con­ 
flicting and discouraging. The report 
from the Queen that numerous 
pas­ 
sengers were clinging to the vessel’s 
rigging with no possible 
chance or 
saving any of them is followed by the 
story that the wreck has gone to pieces. 
A message from Cape Beale says: 
“ We only know of fifteen survivors.
